Since 18CJ, the sword unci the 
6e<t(i flossidejjto doctrine have dispensed 
with tile b:\hinca of power theory. All 
the efforts ni.'ule to crack up opinion hero 
to protest against John Bull remaining i\ 
a fixture on tho Nile, find no eclio; it i- 
felt, "that things without remedy, should 
be without regard." It is too clear that 
England has interest.' in Egypt superior 
to other countries; it being her highway 
to India, the rond must not be blocked, 
either by military, anarchy on the part, of 
Arabs, or autocracy on the part of Do- 
Lessops, or intrigues on the part of Sul- 
tans, The road must not only be free but 
secure. It is commencing to enter tho 
French mind also, that having abandoned 
their interests, whether monetary, moral, 
material or sentimental, it is not rational 
nor worthy of a great people, to whine 
and repine because England simply look- 
ed after her own Affairs; because they left 
themselves out in the cold. 

Of two things, either French' in- 
terests injEgypt were of importance, and 
hence ought not to have been deserted, or 
they wore of but- little value and hence, 
ought not to bo lamented. Tho French 
resemble those persons who declined to 
take ticket»>iii ,a lottery, and. then moan 
like Jeremiah, becauso another lias won 
tho grand prize. Now, nothing can be 
more ridiculous than a spectator moaning 
and groaning at having lost, and having 
never played. Neither the Grand Turk 
nor tho Cmv of all the Russias will stir an 
inch to roslore French Interests in Egypt. 
Nor will the Radicals, who lead. 

As Egypt cannot be abandoned either 
to Ttirkoy-.or adjoint European control, it 
must fall to tho lot of England to teach 
the Egyptians how to live, to manage their 
own affairs. By organizing the courts of 
law and tho administration of justice, 
such will be tho best way to convince the 
fellaheen of the superiority of Weatern 
civilization; associate the natives whero- 
ever intelligent, in public affairs, as in 
miliary matters, the directing oflicers 
will be English. Rut Egypt must not be 
viewed as acountry created for Europeans 
to batten upon and money-lenders to suck 
its life blood. Indeed, tho Sultan ought 
to bo reminded, that his whimsical sov- 
ereignty, moaning just a tribute of so 
much a year, might be advantageously 
cot. vet ted into a gift to his vassals. Of 
course, M. DeLesseps should be informed 
that the days of divine right aro over, and 
and that ho is' behind the age when he 
claims, Le Canal c'eM moi And Toufik 
himself ought to be read a homily, im- 
pressing upon him, that his rule is only 
necessary so long as he exercises it in the 
interests of his subjects. It must never 
bo lost sight of, that Egypt belongs to the 
Egyptians. 

Already a striking contrast is visible 
between the English and the French, in 
reorganizing a country. Since fifteen 
months tho French have conquered the 
Kroumira, that is, taken possession of 
Tunisia; they had their Alexandria at 
Bias, and their Cairo at Kairouan. Well 
what have they done during this period 1 
Nothing at all. Tho promises, as plenti- 
ful as blackberries, have been relegated 
to ministerial pigeon holes; the army of 
invasion of .'10,000 men, has become tho 
army of occupation, and France demands 
that foreign governments resign their 
privileges in judiciary matters— known 
as the capitulations, before the conqueror 
has set up, not superior courts of justice, 
but tho very, creation of those courts. 
The Tunisians are net worse administered 
to-day than before the invasion, but one 
may ba excused demanding, if tho French 
havo executed— summarily, tho treaty of 
Jlards/'to maintain' abuses, or to find oc- 
cupation for an ai-my of :10,000. Really 
iHJiura demanding to reorganize Egypt, 
thefrench ougjit to at least commence, 
their reforms in Tunisia.

A NICE FAMILY QUARREL. 

At tho special incutiny of the council 
yesterday afternoon the city barrister 
very aptly characterized the law proceod- 
inijs between the corporation and tho 
achool trustees as a family quarrel, and 
that in any case the people would have to 
foot tho bill of costs on both sides. As 
the matter now' stands tho corporation is 
obliged to defend itsolf against what the 
Mayor lightly designated an outrageous 
transaction. It really does scorn odd that 
Mr. Trusteo Alox. Wilson, should sue 
Mr. Councillor Alex. Wilson for i?1000 
damages for what / • Simply because act- 
ing on a resolution of the council, tho 
city surveyor took a gate off its hinges 
and dug a post holo horo and thero on 
the school reserve. Hut by so doing Mr. 
Trusteo Fell's cow pasture of nearly ton 
acres, and it is alleged Mr. Trustee Wil- 
son also, wft3 thrown open to the public, 
and it is supposed that here is where tho 
damago comes in. But what authority 
had the council for entering upon tho re- 
serve 1 \Yhy the best authority possible, 
namely permission from the local govern- 
ment to do so. It will bo remoinbered 
that tho council of last year applied to 
tho government, or tho Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works for leave to 
extend Yates street through tho reserve 
on a lino with tho north fence to Fort 
streot or the Cadboro Bay road. Tho 
government how ever, gave "better terms" 
by asking them to put the street through 
on a straight lino instead of deflecting it 
a point or so to the north. Of course 
members of tho council who were anxious 
to effect this great public improvement 
and having tho intorosta of their constit- 
uents at heart were only too willing to ac- 
cept those " better terms " and governed 
themselves accordingly. Then trusteo A. 
Wilson and his colleagues applied for and 
obtained an injunction against councillor 
A. Wilson and his colleagues; and public 
cattle wero again prohibited from trespas- 
sing on thp trusteo cow pasture. Horo 
tho question naturally arises why did tho 
government' allow the trustees, two of 
them thick and thin supporters of the 
premier, to offer resistance to that pre- 
mier's own decroo. " Thereby having a 
tale" if all were known that those trus- 
tees could tell. That all through there 
was a perfect understanding between 
Messrs. Wilson and Fell arid Mr. Chief, 
Commissioner and premier Bcaven goes 
without saying. The latter gentleman 
was coquetting with the council before 
tho last general election, promising and 
giving more than the}' asked for; and af- 
.tor that, for the premier, disastrous 
event, as is his wont, going back on his 
promises and aiding tho trustees in get- 
ung back the lino of street that had been 
donated. As several of the councillors 
and tho Mayor yesterday stated tho gov- 
ernment ought to bo made to pay not 
only corporation custs and expenses in 
connection witli opening tho street but 
heavy damages also. Morally they aro lia- 
ble if not legally so. But yvho can expect 
anything like justice or honest dealin 
politically from tho present usurping pro 
rnier ? But this "weak-kneed" govern 
uicnt,' as Coun. Wriglcsworth rightly 
called it, is certainly on its last legs, 
it will be succeeded very shortly by ; 
tlemcn who will not play fast and loose 
with corporations and individuals for the 
members of tho Heaven administration 
have been and are doing.

President Taylor of thoMorraon Chur 
has had fi new polygamy revelation direct 
from Heaven. It is not told how it came 
whether in the form of a nightmare, afte 
the seor had eaten a too hearty supper, o 
whether it was just wafted silently 
through the prophet's mind during hi 
waking hours, aa Swodenborg'i vision 
used to come. When Joe Smith, tin 
original prophet of tho Mormon Church, 
wihhed'a prophesy, he used to take off . his 
white hat, hide his face in it, and. in the 
best imitation of biblical En^li>.h whip) 
he could command, tell tho anxious in 
quirer where to find a lost cow, or what 
tho will of Heaven was upon a question 
of doctrinal metaphysics. Taylor's reve- 
lation is that tho holders of church oflicos, 
who aro not already in polygamous rela- 
tions, must enter them or quit their of- 
fices. This announcement marks the last 
desperate and convulsive effort of the 
Church to hold tho power which it feels 
slipping from its grasp. While the Ed- 
monds bill was under discussion in the 
Senajo, Sfinajtpr Shorman of Ohio pre 
dictod that if the measure was adopted, 
the Church would got a new revolati 
declaring polygamy no longer needful to 
tho perfection of holiness in tho Saints 
This prediction was basod upon tho ider 
that tho hierarchy would be intimidated 
and would take this course as the best 
way out of a tight place. Tho sequel has 
shown that Senator Shorman overrated 
the moral terror of an Act of Congress 
and underrated the audacity of President 
John Taylor' He prefors a fight to a stir 
render. His anticipated revelation h;is 
come, but it is only to pluiigo tho Church 
deeper into its defiance of the law and not 
to ustricate it. Yet even this aggressive 
policy is a sign of woakness. for it shows 
that Taylor fears tho loss of his power 
over that part of the Mormon community 
not how actually violating the law. Eo 
knows that all whom he can put into the 
attitude of law-violators will be forced to 
make common cause with himself, and 
his attompt to make as many as possible 
shows that ho fools somo distrust of the 
non-polygamous Mormons. The dispatch 
of additional missionaries to Europe and 
this rovelation show that, so far as tho 
hierarchy can control, tho die is cast and 
tho Church is full of Cght. It ought to 
bo accommodated in that respect.

After considerable time had boon con- 
sumed in hunting up resolutions and the 
names of the special committee on the 
question, 

Councillor Shears muvod that business 
be proceeded with. Tho object of the 
meeting was to ascertain from Mr. Drako 
the exact position of the law suit now 
pending. 

Coun. Kinsman was of tho same opin- 
ion with Coun. Shears that tho business 
should be gone on with. 

Coun. Wilson wanted to know if tho 
work of tho special committee ended when 
tho city surveyor took down tho fences 
on the reserve ! 

Coun. Wrig'usworlh— Certainly not. 

The clerk read two documents from 
Thornton Fell respecting the question at 
issue, ono of them notifying the corpor- 
ation that an injunction hud boon applied 
for, and tho other that it had been grant- 
ed by Hon. Justice Gray. The injunc- 
tion itself was also read and a summons 
asking for an appearance of tho defend-

In an interview with the I 
city barrister he ascertained that Coun. j 
Wriglosworth hud given instructions and I 
that an action for $1000 damages had 
been entered. Ho objected to individual i 
councillors consulting the city barrister 
or giving him instructions. 

Coun. Wriglosworth here corrected 
Coun.

Coun. Baker thought that tho council 
ahoiild havo had full information about 
the question.

Mr. Drako, being called on, stated tho 
facts of tho caso with risforonco to putting 
in an appearance against tho suit insti- 
tuted by the trusteos against corporation, 
His advice was not to proceed any furthor 
with regard to tho injunction, as tho ob- 
ject in view could be attained by applying 
to tho Legislature.

Mr. Walkem 
soon after retired from politics and car- 
ried away with him tho lion's share of tho 
brains and influence of tho party. 

Then sprang into existence the Beaven, 
or what might more truthfully be dcBcrib- 
od as the tape worm government, for no 
known animal or reptile has evor had such 
a mysterious birth; or could after tho mu- 
tilations and dislocations the Beaven gov- 
ernment has been stibjectod to, continue 
to exist, the tapo worm perhaps excepted. 
Esquimalt beheaded it; Saanich lopped 
ofl* its tail; and yet tho reptile claims to 
have a legitimate existence, and continues 
to proy upon tho vitals of tho b.idy poli- 
tic. If Mr. Walkem had continued in 
politics at tho head of his party, he would 
in any caso havo some sort of protence to 
a right to carry on tho government of the 
country until tho usual time for tho an- 
nual assembling or mooting of parlia- 
ment. But Mr. Beaven has no moro con- 
stitutional right to occupy tho position he 
has usurped for one single hour than ho 
has to rob any or all tho banks in Victo- 
ria with impunity. 

The fact cannot bu sot aside or lost 
sight of that Mr. Beaven has never ap- 
peared befure any legislative assembly as 
the leader of a government; or has he 
over rocoivod a commission or permission 
from any member or mombers of any 
parliament to form a government. When 
Air. Walkem retired from office bis min- 
istry all but ceased to oxist, and the elec- 
tors of Saanich by rojocting Mr. Hum- 
phreys destroyed tho very semblance of 
existence in the remains of it. 

By what authority then did Mr, Bea- 
ven raise his standard as premier uf this 
provinco, and leader of its government ? 
Ho had no constitutional authority; he 
possessed no legal right; henco every act 
and thing dono by him since he thrust 
himself into the position he occupies is 
unconstitutional and illegal; unless he 
can prove positively that ho has taken 
and held ollico and administered the gov- 
ernment with tho full approbation and 
support of a majority of tho olect of the • 
people— and Mr. Beaven can newr do that. 

If Mr. Beaven was possessed of one 
particle of gentlemanly dignity, ono spark 
of political honor, one ray of unselfish pa- 
triotic feeling, ho would long ere this, in 
the public interest, have takon measures 
for tho assembling of tho members olodt 
in parliament, that their united wisdom 
might bo utilized in unravelling the 
tangled web of confusion into which pub- 
lic r flairs and public interests are drifting 
further day by day. A government might 
havo been funned having tho sanction and 
support of the required majority to legal- 
ize their acts and doings, and legislation 
matured that will in the interest of the 
province require to be acted upon at the 
next session of tho dominion parliament. 
Mr. Beaven could then have retired grace- 
fully from a position from which he will 
now be driven ignominiously; and ho 
could have defied censure whore he now 
deserves impeachment. 

Had even the lato defunct logislaturo 
continued tu oxist, Mr. Beaven might 
possibly claim that the mantle of author- 
ity bestowed by Mr. Speaker Williams on 
Mr. Walkem had descended to him, but 
this pretense was shattered to pieces by 
the "slaughter uf thu innocents" at tho 
late general election. After that day Mr. 
Speaker Williams was found dead; Mr. 
Humphreys died since and was buried at 
Yalo; Mcllmoyl, Abrame, -Saul, Brown 
and Gallagher all doad; — and in tho stead 
of those dear dead darlings, active intel- 
ligent men wero elected — mon diametri- 
cally opposed to Mr, Boavon and Mr. 
Heaven's acts. With those faots before 
U3, with Cariboo owing no allegianco to 
Mr. Beaven, and having no contidonco in 
him; with Cassiar rojocting his emis- 
sary;, with Gatbraith in tho market as 
usual; with the opposition hulding their 
own iu tho remaining districts, how can 
Mr. Heaven pretend to excuse or palliate 
his conduct in clinging to office 1 

Again, if Mr. Beavon's government, or 
any government he was over identified 
with, had beon a wise and paternal ono, 
ho would have some sympathy in his 
downfall, but no; his official conduct has 
over beon characterized by boggarly par- 
simony, potty tyranny and barefaced cor- 
ruption. To bully and blackmail civil 
sorvants, to wring the sweat out of the 
poor man's brow, and Btiatch tho bread 
out of his children's mouths by charging 
interest on taxes not fully duo, at-a rate 
so exorbitant that it would shame the 
veriest Shy look ; to ruin ovory contractor 
that ever camo within his roach, wero acts 
in which his soul delighted. And now, in 
the oxorcise of his illegitimate authority, 
ho is dragging the country into complica- 
tions and litigation that will bo disastrous 
and disgraceful! and that leaves no con- 
stitutional course for tho assembled par- 
liament to pursuo but to impeach him. 

Tho treatment that tho Begums of Oudo 
received at tho hands of Warren Hast 
ings, was tender mercy compared to that 
motcd out to tho graving dock contractors 
and thoir eroditors by Mr. Beaven, in his 
clumsy attempts to ooVcr over tho ignor- 
ance and blundering of himself and fol- 
lowers, in supplying matorial by the con- 
fiscation and appropriation of the money, 
the property and tho iuterosts of those 
pooplo. 

It is a humiliating spectacle in a Brit- 
ish possession, iu tho presence of tho re- 
presentative of royalty, and a princess of 
tho blood royal, to seo a man porfnitted 
oponly to violate tho constitution and to 
bring the crown and dignity of her moot 
gracious Majesty into scandal and disre-
